the Weſt as far as the Sexth Seas; and fo Sontberly, as far as the 
River $t. Mgrtiias, which bordereth upon the Coalt of Florida, 
and within one and thirty Degrees of Northern Latitude, and io 
iVeft in & dire& Line, as far as the Soxrb Seas aforeſaid ; together 
with all aod ſingular Ports, Harbours, Bays, Rivers,Iſles and 1ilets, 
belonging uato the Country aforeſaid. And allo, all the Soul, 
Lands, Fields, Woeds, Mountains, Ferms,Lakes,Rivers,Bays and 
lllets, ſcituate., or being within the Bounds or Limits aforeſaid,

And furthermore, the Patronage and Avowſons of all the 
Churches and Chapels, which as Chriſtian Religion ſhall increaſe 
within the Conntry, liles, Iſlets and Limits aforeſaid, ſhall happen 
hereafter to be erected ; together with Licenſe and Power to 
build and found Churches, Chapels and Oratories in convenient 
and fit Places within the ſaid Bounds and Limits ; And to canſe 
them to be dedicated and conſecrated, according to the Eccleſi- 
aftical Laws of our roms ge of England; together with all and 
ſingulor, the like, and as ample Rights, Jarisdiftions, Privi- 
ledges, ves, Royalties, Liberties, Immunnities and 
Franchiſes, of what Kind ſoerer, within the Covntries, Iſles, 
Ifters and Limits aforefaid. 

To have, uſe, exerciſe and enjoy, and in as ample Manner as 
any Biſhop of Darhem in our Kingdom of England, ever here- 
tofore have held, uſed or enjoyed, or of right ought, or could 
have, uſe or enjoy ;; and them the ſaid Edward Earl of Clarendon, 
George Duke of Albemarle, William Lord Craven, John Lord 
Berkeley, Anthony Lord Albley, Sir George Carteret, Sir William 
Berkeley and Sir Fohn Colleton, their Heirs and Aſſigns. We do 
by thefe Preſents, for Us, onr Heirs and Succeſſors, make, create 
and conſtitute the true and abſolute Lords and Proprietors of 
the Conntry aforeſaid, and of all other the Premiſes, ſaving 
always the Faith, Allegiance and Sovereign Dominion due to Us, 
our Heirs and Saccefſors, for the ſame; and ſaving alſo the 
Right, Title and Intereft of all and every our Wbjeats of the 
Engliſh Nation, which are now planted within the Limits and 
Bounds aforeſaid, (if any be : ) to have, hold poſſefs, and 
enjoy the ſaid Country, Iſles, Iflets, and all and fingular, other

Firm and Available in Law, and that all the Leipe People 
of Us, Our Heirs and Succeflors within the faid Province of 
Carolone, do obſerve and koop the ſame inviolebly, in thoſe 
Parts, ſo far as they concern them, under the Pains and 
Penalties therein expreſſed, or to be expreſſed ; Provided never- 
theleſs, That the faid Laws be Conſonant to Reaſon, and as 
near as may be, convenieatly agreeable to the Laws and 
Cuſtoras of this our Kingdom of Erglend. | 
And becauſe ſuch Aſſemblies of Free-holders cannot be ſo 
conveniently called, as there may be Occaſion to require the 
fame ; We do therefore by thele Preſents, Give and Grant

And to the end the faid Province may be the more happily 
increaſed by the Multitude of People reſorting thither, and may 
likewiſe be the more ſtrongly Defended from the Incurſions 
of Savages,and other Enemies, Pirates and Robbers ; Therefore, 
We for Us,Our Heirs and Succeſſors do Give and Grant by theſe 
Preſents, Power, Licenſe and Liberty unto all the Leige People 
of Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors in our Kingdom of Erpland, 
or elſewhere withia any other our Dominions, Iilands, Colo- 
nies, or Plantations (excepting thoſe who ſhall be eſpecially 
forbidden) co Tranſport themiclves and Families vato the ſaid
